Ose of tho most fonsible schemos that 
has yot boon suggested for a railway 
in Ching, is the construction of a line 
long tho bauks of the Grand Canal, 
from tho Yangtzo to Ching-choang-pa 
on tho old bed of the Yellow River, 
‘Phe district passed throngh is populous, 
tho traffic along the canal immonso, 
‘and tho Tine could bo constencted at a 
aninimum ofa cost. It. is well known 
that tho bod of tho Canal is in some 
places highor than the surrounding 
country, which is ovly savod from ine 
undation by tho solid banks which 
cencloso its waters.

compotition. Anothor point is, that the 
Jino in quostion would intorforo with no 
proporty or graves. ‘This, it will bo ro- 
mombored, was ono objection ruisod by 
Prineo Kung when H. B. M, Ministor 
‘nddrasnod him on tho ‘subject. A rail- 
way running straight aero county, as 
railways would do, would lovel graves, 
upset housos, and gonorally disturb 
proporty toan oxtont which tho Chie 
oso mind feared to contoinplato. Along

From a rough glance at the Customs’ Ro- 
turns from tho 2nd to 21st instant, both 
inclusive, it is evident that the re-oxporte 
of Groy Shirtings from this to the Northern 
ports has beon unusually heavy—nonrly 
420,000 picces having been sent away be- 
tween those datos—this giving an avorago 
‘of 560,000 pioces for the month. ‘Those 
figures aro of course oxclusivo of local 
deliveries, ‘ 

‘A notification by Sir Rathorford Alcock 
promalgatos a rovisod ct of Pilotago 
Regulations, which will no doubt bo read 
bby those whom they interest. ‘Tho chief 
point is the abandonment of tho rule mak 
ing pilotage compulsory, which ho says 
vwas objected to in tho Regulation promul- 
gated ast year. Persons of every nationality 
may offer themselves. ‘Tho number of 
pilots for each port is li ‘Vacancies 
bo filled up by compotitive examina- 
tion, before a board consisting of tho Har- 
hour Master, a Sonior pilot and two por- 
‘ons nominatod by tho Consuls and Cham- 
or of Commerce. Licenses will be signod 
by tho Commissioner of Customs, on bohalf 
of the Chinese government. ‘The Harbour 
Master is to control tho pilot body, and to 
bo supported by the Convuls, Harbour 
pilots aro to be appointed, who aro to take 
‘charge of ves-els at the onter limit of tho 
anchorago aud borth thom. ‘Those rules 
aro, of course, mado applicable only to 
British subjects by tho prosont notifieation 
‘ut wo presume othor Foreign Reprosenta- 
tives eoincide in thom and will by and by 
notify their subjects accordingly. 

It in worthy of romark, in roforonco to 
tho erasure of tho ‘compulsory pilotago” 
lauso from tho Pilotago Regulations, 
that tho objection raisod by tho Chamber 
of Commerce to this clause extended only 
to-const steamers, whose captains aro, fre- 
quently, thomselves qualified pilots. ‘Tho 
alo might have boon modificd to moct 
their ease, and advantageously rotained in 
rospoct of soa-going. 

‘Tho trial of tho 
recently shot a Chinaman at 
placo yestorday. Ifo was condotnnod to 
threo months’ imprisonment, to pay a fino 
‘of 100 fra., and to pay $200 indemnity to 
tho doad man’s family. 

‘A.skotch of an intoresting lecturo doliver- 
ed a Nixoro on tho Chineso pantheon will 
be found elsowhore.
